(IF)—President Roosevelt this 
afternoon signed into law 
the economy bill empower- 
ing him to slash veterans' 
compensations .and govern- 
ment salaries. 


With this weapon, he in- 


tends to lop off 'about $500,000,000 
fronr federal expenses. 


He had his aides already busy 
preparing the new schedule of sal- 
aries and veterans' allowances, and 
expected to put these into effect 
before the next pay day comes 
along on April 1. 


A minimum saving of $280,000,000 


through reduced veterans' compen- 
sations and $100,000,000 in lowered 
salaries'is contemplated in the ad- 
ministration moves to ge4 the bud- 
get balanced within a year. An- 
other hundred million or more in 
savings is expected from reorgani- 
zation and abolition of government' 
agencies. 


This is the second of the emer- 
gency measures to be signed by 
the 'president. A third one—the 
beer bill—is expected quickly at 
the white house. 
President Roosevelt 
interrupted

measure. 
At 1:32 p.m., he picked up an

the Italian navy were with him In 
his fight for life. 


The Duke of the Abruzzi, cousin 


of Kinir Victor 
Emmanuel, was 


commander-in-chief of the Italian 
navy In the first stages of Italy's 
particiaption in the world 
war 


and was 
noted in scientific cir- 


cles for North Polar and moun- 
tain 
exploration. 


But to 
Americans 
he 
was 


known rather as the unsuccess- 
ful suitor of Katherlne 
Elkins, 


dauc-hter of the wealthy Senator 
Stephen B. Elkins of West Vir- 
ginia. 


They met in 1007 at a dinner 


given In Washingtor. by George 
von L. Meyer, then secretary of 
the navy, and for six years rumors 
of their betrothal pursued them. 
The reports ended in 
October, 


1913, when Miss Elkins married 
William F. R. Hitt, son of 
a 


wealthy congressman 
from. Illi- 


nois.'- 


The duke cabled his congratula- 


tions. Mrs. Hitt had no opportu- 
nity to return these felicitations, 
for the-duke, never married. 


Throughout 
this 
period 
there 


were constant denials of the ru- 
mored engagement from both sides 
of the Atlantic. Up to his death
